Compromise Tax Committee 
Reports Work on Measure Is 
Still in the Talking Stage 


Harrisburg, June-27—(JP)—The senate's compromise tax com- 


mittee reported today Its work still was in the talking stage without 
getting "anywhere near *. decision." 


A reporter asked Sen. James S. Berger (R-Potter) chairman of 


the senate Republican caucus, the status of the committee's effort* to 
work out a solution of the tax-budget tangle. 


Berger, head of the eight-member committee, four of them ad- 


ministration supporters and the other four out-spoken opponent* of 
Gov. John S. Fine'* disputed 
ln-f> 


coma tax, replied: 
'1 would say we are still In the 


process of 'talking. We haven't ar- 
rived anywhere near a decision as 
yet and I don't expect a decision 
today. We will probably continue 
on with these discussions the week 
of July 9." 


With no break in the tax-budget 


deadlock in sight, both branches 
of the assembly planned to recess 
after today's session until July 9 
because of next week's Indepen- 
dence Day holiday. 


Berger termed "purely specula- 


tion" reports that the committee 
dropped the income tax and was 
near agreemnt on a compromise 
tax plan as a substitute for the 
income levy. 


Berger commented on reports 


that substitute taxes under .discus- 
sion included levies 
on 
electric 


light bills, a boost of inheritance 
taxes, re-enactment of the discard- 
ed soft drink tax, a levy on un- 
incorporated businesses, boosts in 
cigaret and beer taxes and possibly 
a levy on other tobacco products. 


Asked specifically If the com- 


mittee has discarded the income 
tax, Berger replied: "I can't an- 
swer that. We are still exploring 
every possible angle of the situa- 
tion and have not yet reached a 
solution." 


Neither, Berger said, has the 


committee (decided the question as 
to whether new tax revenues are 
needed, as Fine insists and as In- 
come tax opponents insist just as 
strongly, are not needed. 


Berger was reminded that the 


Republican House leadership has 
taken a stand It will not consider 
an .alternate-tax ,fbrJttievincame 
levy. He was asked if alternate 
tax "plans 'are proposed how the 
senate leadership stood on that 
since tax bills must originate In 
the House. 


'.'That is their concern," Berger 


replied. "We have our own mat- 
ters to take care of." 


After 'today's session, the as- 


sembly will reconvene July 9 with 
the tax-budget issue still domi- 
nant. There also will be a pros- 
pect of other recesses until the 
battling Republicans in the senate 
get together on the problem. 


The situation has been at a 


standstill since April when the 
House passed Gov. John S. Fine's 
one-half of one per cent income 
tax only to have seven GOP sen- 
ators refuse to support it. That 
opposition, together with a solid 
block of 20 Democratic senators, 
was enough to defeat the measure.

If the millions who viewed Paul Whiteman's coast- 


to-coast TV presentation last Saturday evening were 
thrilled and pleased by the superb singing of Warren's 
Boy Choir—and they were, as fan response has al- 
ready shown—it gave the boys themselves an even 
greater thrill. 
Their fun-packed week-end trip to 


Philadelphia, financed entirely by enthusiastic con- 
tributions from hundreds of Warren people, was an 
experience not one of the 35 youthful songsters will 
ever forget. 


Opinion among the boys varies, of course, as to 


just what was the most thrilling highlight of the 
trip, but all are agreed that, in addition to their 
personal appearance with the great Whiteman, they 
must also include: The historic Liberty Bell and 
Independence Hall; the home of Betsy Ross, who 
made our first American flag; the graves of Ben 
Franklin, his wife and seven other Signers of the 
Declaration of Independence; the beautiful and im- 
pressive Philadelphia Masonic Temple; the tower 
at Valley Forge; the huge State Capitol building at 
Harrisburg; Pennsylvania's scenic mountains; the 
shower of congratulatory telephone calls and tele- 
grams from as far away as Chicago, and the inter- 
ested and approving comments from people on the 
streets of Philadelphia and at every stop en route. 


Our whole community, and especially parents of 


Choir members, owe a large debt of gratitude and 
appreciation to the five adults who shepherded the 
boys on this fast-moving tour. These included their 
beloved director, Byron Swanson, Miss Adelaide 
Swanson, their accompanist, Mrs. Eleanor Lord, Mrs. 
Leona Henry, John Powley who acted as business 
manager, and Robert Cramer who not only drove 
the chartered bus, but also provided innumerable 
unscheduled acts of fatherly assistance which won 
the loud acclaim of all his passengers. 


How well these hardy people performed their 


many duties is evidenced by the fact that, aside 
from two or three temporarily upset stomachs and 
one minor incident involving a small foot punctured 
by a nail, there were no mishaps and no troubles of 
any kind during the whole trip.

$960.00 was expended, leaving a cash balance for the 
Choir's treasury of approximately $168.00 toward 
necessary new uniforms, music and equipment for fu- 
ture seasons. Of the money paid out for expenses, 
&J30.09 was for food and incidentals, $281.91 for 
hotel, and $327.71 in reserve for the bus charter, the 
. bill for which had not been received at presstime. 


Judging by the widespread public reaction and 


the national attention already registered as a result 
of this engagement, the Warren Boy Choir has al- 
ready well repaid the proud community which jump- 
ed in so enthusiastically and put up the fund that 
made this trip possible. It may well be the starting 
impetus this talented organization needed to thrust 
it far along the road to fame.

U. S. Steps Forward With New 
Middle East Foreign Policy

NEA Washlncton Oonespoadeut , 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—A new American foreign policy with re- 


spect to the Middle East Is now taking shape. It involves not 


only continued, but increased military and economic aid to Greece, 
Turkey and Iran. For the first tune, it will include equal grants to 
Israel and the Arab states for military assistance, refugee relief arid 
economic aid. 
Military assistance for the Middle East is estimated at $415 million. 


No country-by-country breakdown of this arms aid has been made 
public. But an estimated 10 per cent or over $40 million is to be 
earmarked for the Israel-Arab area. 


The new Mid-East policy has been developed out of the Council of 


Foreign Ministers' meeting In London in May, 1950. At that time the 
United States, Britain and France agreed on a resolution authorizing 
the Arab nations and Israel to procure arms for internal security 
and area defense, but not for an arms race nor for aggression against 
neighboring states. 


There was no Korean war at that time. Plenty of arms were avail-- 


able for purchase. Today, under world-wide rearmament, there are 
shortages. 
The three-power policy has therefore been changed. 


Arms aid is to be allocated to these Middle East countries on condition 
they accept the terms under which the assistance is offered, with 
guarantees against aggression. 
EMERGENCE of this new policy creates a different situation in an 
*-* area where it has frequently been said that the United States has 
no policy. While American oil companies have concessions in Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait, Bahrein and Iraq, the U. S. government in the past 
kept its hands off. It was a British sphere of Influence. 


Gradually, the United States has become more and more involved. 


The steps can be easily traced. First it was through World War II 
supply lines to Russia. Then it was U. S. opposition to Russia's 
attempted grab of northern Iran. Then it was the Truman Doctrine 
of military assistance to Greece and Turkey—now in its third year. 


The U. S. has tried to bring about a peaceful settlement of the 


Anglo-Iranian oil nationalization dispute. The United States has had 
police and military training missions in Iran. 


Point Four technical assistance agreements have been made with 


most of the countries in the Middle East, though Syria has temporarily 
at. least refused to accept this proffered aid. A UN economic survey 
mission, headed by Tennessee Valley Authority Chairman Gordon 
Clapp has made extensive recommendations for resettling the 800,000 
Arab refugees and tor building up the economy of the area. 


All this effort has paid oft only in part. Communist aggression 


and revolution have been put down in Greece. Turkey and Greece 
have contributed troops who have fought well in Korea. But in the 
Arab countries there is still much resentment against the United 
States. There is a strong feeling of neutralism in most Arab countries. 


TWO breakdown of the half-billion-dollar economic assistance pro- 
A posed for this Middle Eastern area has been made, pending presen- 
tation of the estimates to Congress. A few items can, however, be 
revealed. 


In addition to the $25 million U. S. Export-Import Bank loan au- 


thorized for Iran last October, another $25 million grant to Iran to 
proposed. 
For the Arab-Israel area, $100 million in economic aid Is proposed. 


Fifty million dollars of this will go toward* resettlement of the 
800,000 Arab refugees. This is to cover the building of roads, houses 
and Irrigation projects to make the area self-sustaining.
